Solomon wrote Fox on Feb. 6 to say the company 
“is still trying to negotiate a reasonable settlement 
of these fees.” 

i “Due to the importance of this company as a 
regional employer,” Solomon said, “I would 
j respectfully request a meeting” of EPA and 
j company officials and a Solomon aide in the 
congressman’s office in Saratoga Springs. 

Maybe just in case Fox didn’t understand how 
things work, Solomon added a little thought at the 
bottom of the letter.
